The Camp Meeting came to a 
wonderful close and we started for 
Oklahoma. Brother Lee rode with us 
in our car. On the way we stopped to 
see one of his cousins. Before leaving 
his cousin’s home, Brother Lee asked 
him about the welfare of his soul, and 
entreated him to seek salvation. After 
the long trip Brother Lee was too 
weak to be present the first night, 
while there was a large congregation 
waiting for him. The second night 
also there was a large audience. He 
delivered a real message on the sub- 
ject of “SIN.”

The 
third night, his last preaching night 
for this world, his subject was 
“THE OVERCOMER.” Another large 
audience had assembled in the Church 
of God building at Lawton, Okla. Lit- 
tle did we think that we were then 
ready to listen to his last sermon.

It means sO much to be faithful. 
Webster detines the word faithful 


thus: “Stedfast, loyal, constant, full of 
faith, disposed to believe in God.” 

We are living in a period when 
many are proving themselves unfaith- 
ful. Men are unfaithful to their wives 
and children; wives are unfaithful to 
their husbands, and children unfaith- 
ful to parents. The masses of today are 
unfaithful to God; they do not believe 
in God, and do not seem to be the 
least bit inclined to believe in Him— 
going on in open rebellion against His 
Word.

mind. Also let us read the Syriac: One 
man discriminateth between days; and 
another judgeth all days alike. But 
let everyone be sure, in regard to his 
knowledge. Now as the margin gives 
it in King James Version: Let every 
man be fully assured, to make cer- 
tain, not doubting. If anyone is as- 
sured by the reading the New Testa 
men or either the Old that we should 
keep the Jewish sabbath we would 
be glad to get the chapter and verse 
teaching it, or giving them the knowl- 
edge that assures them they are to 
keep the Jewish sabbath. Col. 2:16. 
“Let no man therefore judge you in 
meat, or drink, or in respect of an 
holy day or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days, which are a shadow of 
things to come; but the body is of 
Christ. Now the new moon, an holy 
day, or the sabbath days were just 
a shadow of the good things that 
were to come, and not the substance 
itself. Paul said they were a shadow 
of things to come: but the body was 
Christ. Heb. 8:4, “For if he were on 
earth, he should not be a priest, see- 
ing that there are priests that offer 
gifts according to the law: Who serve 
unto the example and shadow of heav- 
enly things.” (Heb. 10.1), “For the 
law having a shadow of good things 
to come, and not the very image of 
things, can never with those sacri- 
fices which they offered year by year 
continually make the comers thereun- 
to perfect.” (Heb. 9:13), “For if the 
blood of bulls and of goats, and the 
ashes of an heifer sprinkling the un- 
clean, sanctifieth to the purifying of 
the flesh: How much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through the eter- 
nal Spirit offered Himself without 
spot to God, purge your conscience 
from dead works to serve the living 
God? And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the New Testament, that 
by means of death, for the redemp- 
tion of the transgressions that were 
under the first testament, they which 
are called might receive the promise 
of eternal inheritance. For where a 
testament is there must also of neces- 
sity be the death of the testator. For 
a testament is of force after men are 
dead: otherwise it is of no strength 
at all while the testator liveth.” 

Under the old testament no man 
gave his lite, that he might be a tes- 
tator of the first testament but only 
bulis ana goats died, and their blood 
was used, but where a testament is, 
there must also of necessity be the 
death of a testator, and these bulls 
and goats were not testators, there- 
fore Jesus dying made Him testator 
of the second covenant and it was 
estabiished. (Heb. 10:8), “Above when 
he said, Sacrifice and offering and 
burnt offerings and offering tor sin 
thou wouluest not, neither hadst 
pleasure therein; Which are offered 
by the law: ‘Then said he, Lo | come 
to do thy will, O God. He taketh away 
the first, that He may establish the 
second. So we see that it was the 
fatner’s will to do away with the {first 
covenant (ordinances or law) and es- 
tablish the one that had a testator, as 
the death of Jesus made Him a testa- 
tor of the second covenant (‘Testa- 
ment). 

(Gal. 4:27), “For it is written, Re- 
joice, thou barren that bearest not; 
break forth and cry, thou that tra- 
vailest not: for the desolate hath 
many more children than she which 
hath an husband. (V. 28), Now we, 
brethren, as Isaac was, are the chil- 
dren of promise. And not of the deso- 
late, or the bondmaid who had no 
husband, but of the one who had a 
husband. The word desolate means, 
without companion; afflicted; depriv- 
ed of comfort. Now it appears that 
those who are the children of Agar 
which represent the law that was 
given at Sinai, are without comfort 
for they are under bondage, but those 
who are of the free woman, are free, 
and have conifort, for they are not un- 
der a schoolmaster, or the law, which 
was to bring us unto Christ. We no- 
tice the twenty-ninth verse says, But 
as then he that was born after the 
flesh persecuted him that was born 
after the Spirit, even so it is now. 

(V. 30), “Nevertheless what saith 
the Scripture? Cast out the bondwo- 
man and her son: for the son of the 
bondwoman shall not be heir with the 
son of the freewoman. (V. 31), “As 
many as desire to make a fair show 
in the flesh, they constrain you to be 
circumcised; only lest they should 
suffer persecution for the cross of 
Christ. (V. 13), “For neither they 
themselves who are circumcised keep 
the law, but desire 10 have you Cir- 
cumcised in the flesh, but want to 
have us keep the sabbath as under the 
law, but thank God, there are some 
who have realized it to be a fact that 
they are living in the grace dispensa- 
tion, and have sufficiently acquainted 
themselves with the Word, to know, 
not to put themselves under the bond- 
age again, for they know that they 
are the sons of the freewoman, or are 
born ‘after the Spirit. So we see then 
that the ones that put themselves ulL- 
der bondage again will not he per- 
mitted to remain with the children of 
the freewoman, or those born after 
the Spirit.
